Foreign Powers Cannot ‘utrage British 
Subjects With Impanity, 


That the wheels of British diplomatic 
circles move quickl; when British sub 
jects are outraged b* foreign powers, is 
evidenced by acase in wich all residents 
of the province of British Columbia are 
interested. The first intimation came a 
f-w days sinceina telegram to Premier 
Tarner from a well-known merchant in 
Vancouver, wh> states that his brothers- 
in-law, both residents of Britiza Colum- 
bia, had been arreated by the Spanish 
in Cuba, wrongfully imprisoned, and 
sentenced to death. He asked that the 
government cf British Columbia take im- 
mediate action on their behalf, and the 
premier at once telegraphed the agent- 
xeneral, Sir Donald Smith, in London, 
Eng., asking that he communicate with 
the foreign office, and urge prompt en- 
quiry and protection for the British 
Columbians. At the save time Lieut.- 
Governor Dowdney cabled to t.e secre 
tarv of stat , asking him to look into th 
case, Immediately replies were received, 
both from the agent-veneral and secre 
tary of state. Tne former, in fact. cabled 
within eighteen hours a ter the dispat bh 
of the premier’s message to him, stating 
that the desired steps had been taken, 
and the foreign oflice would insure the 
safety of Messrs. Beattle and a!! other 
British subj2cta in Cuba. 

The Cuban Campaign. 

A dispatch from Havana says: General 
Fegue o engaged the insurgents near San 
Joss de Roze Lajas and repuleed them 
with a lose of thirty-nine killed, Generals 
l.inar:z and Colonel Souar had skirmishes 
with the enercy .n whichthe latter were 
routed.
